Success of Free Labor. 

Oberver iCarl Schurlz), iu the Boston Ad- 
vertiser, writiug as follows, on the subject 
frte labor in tbe South : 

A few uaya ago I visited a plantation not 
far from this city, worked by an intelligent 
tanner liom Iowa. Do employs betu eeii 
twenty and thirty negroes at ten dodars a 
month and board; he says they go to tbe 
lield about sunrise, stop a short time lor 
breakfast at eight o'clock, stop again for 
dinner from twelve to two, and then work 
till alter sundown ; that his laborers work 
as well as any laborers he ever employed, 
and that be has no trouble with them what- 
ever. The negroes themselves told me that 
they were perfectly happy aDd contented. 
Tbe crejis on this plantation, cotton as well 
as corn, looked far better than any in the 
vicinity, better than those of bis Southern 
neighlfors, and better also than those culti- 
vated on laud ad joining it by a few families 
ol lieedmen under their own direction. 

Whde Southern men, with but few ex- 
ceptions, will insist uf*m il that the negro 
will not work unless conqielled to do so by 
oh \ -ieal force, they are obliged lo admit 
ih:tt in a great many instances be does 
work without compulsion, and works well. 
A letter was communicated to me from a 
contractor, who employs some seventy or 
eighty negroes in cutting timber; he ha- 
BOW l»een at work with them for about two 
months; although the labor is very hard, 
not one of the negroes has left him, and 
tbey worked steadily to bis entire satisfac- 
tion. 

Another contractor, who has undertaken 
a railroad job not far from this city, has 
l>een endeavoring for several weeks to se- 
cure negro labor, and tbe negroes regularly 
o -ert MBI niter having worked a few da\ -. 
The former has his laboring force at Work 
about seventy BHMB from tbe city, while 
ihe railroad job ol the latter is to be done 
iu its immediate vicinity. It is generally 
noticed that the proximity of a large tow n 
has a disturbing influence upon the BBjro. 
tVaiBja numbers of them flocked to the 
town immediately after their lilaration, b^- 
BBBaa it was there, they thought, that thev 
would rind and enj oj their real freedom. 
;md many of those that have been put to 
work in tbe immediate vicinity or cities 
seem to be controlled by an irresistible de- 
sire to 1 >ok in from time to time. At a cer- 
tain distance from tbe towns the negroes 
vvoik witu greater steadiness and persever- 
ance, provided sufficient inducements in 
the way of wages be ollered them. Unless 
other disturbing causes interfere, the dis 
tributiou of the laboring force over the dif- 
ferent parts of the Slate will soon regulate 
itself. Although the cities will continue to 
exercise considerable attraction, there arc 
two things which will soon cause a 
reflux ol the negro population towards their 
old homes. The flrsi is tbe cessation of the 
issuing oi rations on the part of the Govern- 
ment. Il will oblige those who have not m- 
ployiiient lo seek it where it «BB BMB be 
louud. And the second is their attachment 
to their old home-. 

The feeling is developed in some of them 
in a remarkable degree. An ollicer arbo 
had spent some time in Florida told me th- 
iol. ow mg sigiiific-uu anecdote: 

Shortly alter the termination of (lie wai 
he in* i a large party ol negroes on the road, 
marching westward at a lively Mep. lb- 
a-ked them where the}' were ifoing. "To 
Arkmisa-; and OOB you tell us how far it is 
to Arkansas? ' It turned out that during 
the war ihey had been brought from Ar- 
kansas to Ulorida. As soon :«s they were 
informed they were frM. they started a: 
once to go ba<*-k to the oM ptaoe m Ark»»n 
aas. il required some efTorf to OBwViBOl 
them that il would bo a fed tout thing lot 
them to walk back to A rkansas, and thai 
the b. st thing tbey could do for theuiselvt - 
was to set'iedown in Florida. 

As 1 remarked before, agencies like the--- 
v. i.i soon briugabout a convenient distribu- 
tion of tbe laboring force over ihe country, 
tad it is not until then that Ihe system ol 
bee negr'* labor ou a grand scale can b, 
ialrij tented and judged us ;o its efficiency. 
Th>- >-outheruer maintains that it cannot 
nu.-ccid under anv circuiustauces. Un- 
prejudiced men will acknowledge that h 
has already succeeded iu a good many in- 
stances under unfavorable circumstances; 
and every patriot will sav that ueceaaaril* 
il must auccetsl under all circumstances. 



Another Defalcation in Wall St. 

Bank Teller Absconds with $15<),<>0O. 

It was reported on Saturday that another 
defalcation had been discovered in a prom- 
inent Wall Street Hank, and that the de- 
faulter, a Paying Teller, had departed sud- 
denly aud mysteriously with $ldO,000 be- 
longing to the institution. It is slated that 
the Iriends of the lorgerous embezzler had 
called upon the Cashier of the Bank and 
assured him that they would make up the 
deficit if the matter wns quieted, to which 
the offitter agreed, aud consequently noth- 
ing further will be heard iu all probability 
j of tbe unfortunate affair. 

The defaulting Teller is said to be a mid- 
i die-aged man of family, very respectably 
; connected, a^d a member of the Presbyte- 
rian Church, who has always enjoyed an 
| excellent reputation in business and social

lo have been another victim to stock-gam- 
j bliug; having taken a few thousands at 
j first to speculate, and become by degrees so

JeBBBBi I lankliu, the victim and inst' •»- 
ment of the double murder, was boi u in 
Boston, Mass., of poor but respectable pa- 
■ :r*. and remained there till nearly six- 
teen years of age, earning her livelihood a.- 
i factory girl. She then, in QOaMQaMMB Ol 
her reduction by some worthless, and, an- 
fortunately, nameless wretch, left home 
and tame to Chicago, in Auuust of last 
;> ear. In this city, lalling into the company 
of a keeper of a notorious house of prosti- 
tution, or, as it was termed, "as>iguati>>n 
bouse," situated at No. 60 QBBBBV street, 
and kept by a woman named linrley. Jen- 
nie Franklin became confirmed iLa viciou- 
BBBBB of lite, and subsequently was latt" 
the subject of abortions by two "Doctors.'' 
About, or at the time of the operation, she 
went to re-ide with "Madame" Beaufort, 
the keetter of a female hospital on State 
street, and there lived about two months, 
when she left the city to visit her friends in 
the Mast. Afterward, on account of some 
oisagreemenl with her relatives, the girl re- 
turned to Chicago, and lorming the ac- 
quaintance of Harry Crews,"Ksq.," of Joli- 
• t, the sou of a Methodist minister, went 
into a house of prostitution on State street, 
kept by a woman named Stewart, as a kept 
mistress. While here she again evinced 
iVBBBBBBB of pregnancy, and fearful of her 
situation, weut with a friend to Joliet to see 
Crews and be helped in her extremity. Shi 
was loid that be would discard her, but 
strong in her love aud expressing, a prefer- 
ence for death rather than not see him, she 
weut.

Believing that it was her situation alone 
that caused her lover to desert her, she de- 
termined to get rid of the imagined cause of 
her trouble, and though frequently warned, 
at length accompanied Mrs. Karly, oa above 
mentioned, to the office of Dr. Brooks, No. 
is Uhlich Block, ou North Clark street.and 
was by him accepted as a "patient" at bis 
re-ideiice, No. 1W Km/.ie street. While here 
an abortion was performed on her a little 
over a week ago, from the effects of which 
she died early on Tuesday morning last. 
She was a fragile looking girl about seven- 
teen years ol age, with dark hair aud eyes, 
and a pale and almost sorrowful expression 
of countenance. From her ap|>earance she 
did not seem to have led a public life ol 
shame, but to have been the flower plucked 
by brutal bands for momentary pleasure, 
and tb^n cast ruthlessly aside to perish as 
so manv had done before her. 

After tbe murder— for such of course il 
was — the doctor appears to have first deter- 
mined to bury her secretly, but afterwards, 
fearing the results, hung out the symbols of 
mouruimr, and laying his victim iu a hand- 
some coffin, attempted to blind the eye of 
justice aud conceal the the crime. 

The Frigate t'ongre-s— Particulars of 
Her Succeesful Italslng—Hei- Appear- 

[Krom the Norfolk Pout ) 
Yesterday, about half past eleven A. M., 
our harbor was the scene of lively commo- 
tion. A fleet of tugs might be seen mingled 
together, surrounding an object in the wa- 
ter, which, at fiist appearance, presented a 
uumber of steam-pumps supported on plat- 
forms, trying to pump the river drv. Upon 
near approach and fairer view of the object 
the upper timbers and frame of a vessel 
hove in view, apparanlly cut in two abalt 
tbe main-mast, with the forefoot just out of 
tbe water, and the American Hag waving 
proudly from the cut-water of the once no- 
ble old frigete Congress.

His vessel, the ' Little Sarah," 
was captured by a British frivate, and a 
prize ciew of four put ou board, whileall 
the original crew except Purkis were re- 
moved to the frigate. On the voyage be 
managed to secure all tbe crew, and took 
his vessel aud prisoners safely to Newport, 
single handed. 

General Howard takes issue directly with 
General Cox, of Ohio, in regard to the ar- 
bitral separation of the races. In au ad- 
Iress l>efore the Freedmen's Relief Society 
of Maine last week he took occasion to 
speak definitely against this attempt to re- 
vive the exploded folly of colonization. 
He said:— "1 think that all we have to do is 
aim at absolute justice to whites and 
blacks, watching the signs of the times, 
nd keeping a steady rein. I am quite san- 
guine of tbe result." Iu this spirit General 
Howard is prosecuting the best work that 
is now being d one injhis country. 

The Grapnels Uoed on Hoard the Great 
BBMVSBB* 

The grapnels used ou board the Great 
Kasteru iu the attempts lo recover the At- 
lantic cable are described bv Mr. Russell as 
live-armed anchors with 'flukes sharply 
curved and tapering to an oblique tooth- 
like end. The grapnels, weighing three 
hundred weight, shackled aud secured to a 
lengih of wiry buoy rope, of which there 
were five miles on board, whose breakiug 
strain was calculated at ten tons, was 
brought up to the bows and thrown over, 
and whistled through the sea a prey to for- 
tune. At first tbe iron sank but slowly, but 
soon the movement of descent iucreased so 
is to lay great stress on the picking-up ma- 
chinery, which was rendered available in 
lowering tbe novel messenger with a war- 
rant of search for the fugitive hidden iu 
mjsterious caverns beneath. Length flew 
after length, over the wheel and drum, till 
the iron, which waa runuing with work, 
heated at last to such intensity as to convert 
the water thrown upon tbe machinery into 
clouds of steam. One thousand tatboms ! 
Fifteen hundred fathoms! Two thousand 
fathoms! Hundreds again — mounting up 
until, at Sett P. M ., the strain was dimin- 
ished, and at 2,500 fathoms, or 15,000 feet, 
the grapnel reached the bed ol the Atlantic. 

Death of Mr. Jesper Harding. 

The Philadelphia papers announce tbe 
death Of Mr. Jesper Harding, who has been 
long and well kuowu as tbe publisher of the 
Philadelphia Inquirer, with which paper he 
was connected uutil lsiiO, wben it passed 
into the hands of his son. We learn oy the 
United States Gazette some interesting lacts 
in reference to the deceased. He was a de- 
scendant of a very ohf Philadelphia family 
and was himself born in Secoud street, near 
Christian, in 17'JU, so that at his demise he 
was sixty-six years of age. Mr. Harding 
was a printer by trade. In 1835 he com- 
menced the publication of Bibles, and gra- 
dually extended his operations until he be- 
came the most extensi7e pubdsher in that 
line in the country. He also was largely 
engaged in the manufacture ol paper at 
Trenton. The commercial disaster of 1857 
wrecked him, in company with so many 
others ; and during the administration of 
1'resident Lincoln be became Collector of 
1 menial Revenue tor the First District of 
Pennsylvania. His health had been failing 
for a year past, and he had gone to Cape 
May lately iu hopes of recuperation, but 
wus there struck by paralysis. He 
was highly esteemed by the citizens of

Gen. Gilmore, commanding in South 
Carolina, has issued an order mustering 
out of service the famous 54th and 55th 
Massachusetts negro regiments, raised for 
the Government.

All the Second Lieuten- 
ants who desire it. and whose record is 
good, *ill be immediately assigned to other 
negro regiments, and a part of the officers 
ot higher grades will be provided for in a 
similar way. 

Gen. Pope has responded to the Circuit 
Court of Kansas, declining to reverse the 
action of the commandant ot Fort Leaven- 
worth, who refused to deliver up forty-nine 
Indian ponies, on a requi-itiou from Judge 
Brewer. Gen. Pope infortned Ju.lge Brew- 
er that the said ponies could only have 
been oMained from the Indians by theft, or 
l v tue violation oi :re»' : <- •• 'he Indians, 
and as in such cases only tne United States 
courts have jurisdiction, he will cause a 
mandate trom the United States Court for 
the Kansas District to be obeyed. Gene al 
Pope also read> Judge Brewer a sharp lec- 
ture on swindling Indians. 

The Iowa "soldiers' " convention met at 
!>h. Moin.-s Wednesday. Delegates having 
been admitted who were copperhead citi-

withdrew, and, organizing a meeting of 
their own, resolved to sustain the Union 
ticket. The remainder of the original con- 
vention adopted resolutions in opposition to 
negro suffrage and in favor of the repeal of

The Iowa Democratic State Convention 
met at Des Moines on Thursday, and nom- 
inated Gen. Benton for Governor. < »nly 
tliirtv-three of the ninety-seven counties 
were represented.

The Health and Business Habits and 
Pollc> of the President. 

From the Washington Chronica of WedrjesdSv.] 
The country will be gratified to learn that 
the health of the President is restored, and 
that be yesterday transacted a large amount 
of business with the public, which occupied 
several hours seemingly w ithout personal 
inconvenience. After the more important 
affairs had been disposed of in private in- 
terviews with officials and other distin- 
guished persons, the doors of the reception 
chamlier were opened to the people pres- 
ent, who had appeals and applications to 
urge. At tirst the number of cases to be 
heard seemed formidable, but the Presi- 
dent's diguified affability of manner dissi- 
pated the fears of the most timid, while it 
discouraged a garrulous tendency, and the 
result was, that the business was soon 
stated, understood, and disposed of. Though 
giving audience to scores of people at one 
time, the President is prompted by the del- 
icacy of a true gentleman to address each 
individual in a quiet undertone, which re- 
assures, by being inaudible to all but the 
party or parties interested. In this way 
every one leels unembarrassed, and is able 
to present bis case in its best aspect. The 
ladies, of course, have the preference at 
these public business receptions, and if they 
fail to receive favorable answers to their ap- 
plications, they al any rate go away pleased 
with the kindness and politeness of the 
President. 

In this connection, we may add that great 
injustice is done the President by the state- 
ment that pardons are granted almost for 
the asking, to rebels of all degrees, with lit- 
tle discrimination. On the contrary, the 
greatest circumspection is used; and it is 
only in cases where no end ot public justice 
would be defeated, nor injury lo the cause 
of order would be done, that pardons are 
granted. If exceptional cases have oc- 
curred, it is Itecauae no administration of 
human affairs can be ubiquitous, or om- 



fm noticed the fact that Washington and 
Person Colleges, situated respectively in 
Washington and Canonsburg, in this State, 
had been united. It appears that the Rev. 
R. J. Breckinridge has accepted the Presi- 
dency of the united institutions. Under the 
new arrangement, the three classes of the 
academical department — senior, Junior and 
sophomore — are to be instructed at Canons- 
burg. The freshman class will be taught at 
Washington.

Canonsburg is a small post vil- 
lage, eighteen miles southwest of Pittsburg, 
with which it is connected by a turnpike 
road. Alone, Jefferson College had eight 
instructors, 197 students, and a fine library 
of ten thousand dollars. Washington is 
the capital ot Washington coumy, and is 
connected with Pitt burg by the Cbartiers 
Valley Railroad, and with Wheeling by the 
Hempfield Railroad. It is quite a flourish- 
ing town, distinguished for its literary in- 
stitution* and the elegance of Its public 
Washington College was found' 



A LAY SERIHOW. 
There is not a little confusion, as it seems 
to us, amongst religious people, on the sub- 
ject of what is called "political preaching." 
Omitting the claas of church-goers who 
mask their rankling hatred against their 
country under the assumption oi an ex- 
travagant sanctity, and so affect to be 
shocked at the thought of a minister of the 
gospel having ever dabbled in politics so 
far as to be an outspoken and zealously 
loyal man — omitting these, aud turning to 
sincere Christians who have never felt a 
throb of disloyalty towards either Church 
or State, we find amongst them no little 
prevalence of an entirely unwarrantable 
fastidiousness, the result of misconception, 
respecting the duties ot the preacher, and 
also the range and full significance of the 
t^rm "politics." They deem the latter so 
essentially profane as to inevitably defile 
by its touch the priestly robe. To bear 
their minister talking upon it, especially in 
public, and expressing definite views and 
preferences as to measures or men, is like 
hearing him discourse upon horse- racing 
and display his estimates and preferences 
over the four-legged champions of that 
sport. 

The assumption is that the subject of pol- 
itics is inherently corrupt and corrupting. 
It seems not to occur to those who take this 
view, that if it be well-founded, no proles- 
sing christian has any right to harbor, 
much less to express any political opinion. 
Politics must then be given over to the 
scoffers at religion, along with gambling 
and all the other vices which proceed from 
the depraved heart of man. If the saving 
restraints of christian ethics are thus re- 
moved from political affaire, how long 
would this republic be held back from the 
wild vortex of anarchy and ruin? And 
what would Lecome of the church itself iu 
the midst of such uproar, such a gnashing 
of the teeth of sin? It must be self-evident 
to all believers that this republic thoroughly 
un-christianized aud demoralized in its leg- 
islation and national policy, would tumble 
into chaos in a twelve-month. And a very 
little refiection s jould make it equally ap- 
parent that such degeneracy would be 
speedily reached did all good souls with- 
hold either votes, voice or influence in the 
conduct of public affairs. Morality, justice, 
good will to man, the doing uato others as 
we would be done by, are all involved in 
the very structure of governments, and es- 
pecially of free governments. 

No Christian needs to be told that the ap- 
proval, the continued guardianship and 
support of the Most High is as essential to 
the life and prosperity of a nation, as to 
those of an individual. 

Every true Christian pra3's that public 
men may be guided by Divine truth, that 
righteousness may prevail in the high 
councils of the nation, that justice may sig- 
nalize all public law, and that the peace 
which is born of purity may encompass the 
land with its blessings. But may a true 
Christian pray one way, and act another? 
May he pray for righteous judgments, and 
lift no finger nor enter a protest against 
scoundrelistn sitting as Judge? May he 
pray lor righteous laws, and not allow 
himself to pronounce upon the equity of a 
given measure, because that would be dab- 
bling iu politics? May he pray lor the 
blessed gift of Christian rulers, aud do 
nothing to prevent the election of wicked 
ones? And above all may he pray for the 
preservation of his government, commend- 
iug it to Divine care, and yet, for fear of po- 
litical defilement, abstain from all rebuke 
of treason because some of his brethren are 
traitors? 

"O Lord, we beseech thee to have the pre- 
cious heritage of a free and equitable gov- 
ernment, left us by our fathers, forever and 
forever in thy holy keeping !" Who dares 
pronounce that a profane or an unseemly 
supplication? Yet what should we say of 
one who should utter the same and then 
turn to Brother Jones, who its doing his in- 
fernal utmost to destroy that heritage, and 
say to bim: "The difference between us, in 
this little matter of upholding the govern- 
ment, being a purely political one, let us 
ignore it in our intercouse, and not allow it 
for i. moment to interfere with our com- 
munion!" If this would seem recreancy, 
inconsistency, and the very mockery of 
virtue in a layman, by what juggle is it 
made becoming and saint-like iu a preacher? 

Politics is the science of Government. 
Government covers a very large portion of 
the field of ethics, and the Gospel covers 
the whole field. How then can a preacher 
of that Gospel do his whole duty, and scru- 
pulously abstain from all the questions 
with which Governments deal? "The earth 
is the Lord's and the fullness thereof." 
"And he said unto them go ye into all the 
v orhl and preach the Gospel to every crea- 
ture.'' Nothing is alien to the ministers of 
that Gospel which concerns the welfare of 
the human race. They are messengers of 
God, sent to attach and reclaim a world 
gone astray. Shall they rebuke sin in one 
form and pamper it with polite silence in 
another? Shall not rulers of the people 
have the Gospel preached to them? And in 
preaching it to them, shall its application 
be so restricted as not to touch a moment- 
ous and predominant portion of their 
duties? 

Christianity is belligerent and aggressive. 
Its camping ground is everywhere. Its 
captains are bound to invade every foot of 
territory now held by the hosts of evil; to 
go into the highways and by-ways: to chal- 
lenge a "hall" to the enemy wherever he 
appears and bid hiui surrender; to be eve- 
rywhere and evermore vigilant and bold; 
to call sin, Ain under whatever pretext or 
decorous envelope it may hide itself ; to tear 
off every disguise of the Devil, to transfix 
bim on the Ithuriel spear of truth through 
all the falseho*Kis and mummeries in which 
he may be caught masquerading; and to 
train the srtillery of Heaven against every 
stronghold behind which he may entrench 
himself! Nothing would please the arch- 
enemy more than to find he could hold per- 
manent possession of human^governments, 
because his mortal foe was too fastidious or 
cowardly or foolish to assail him there. 
Give bim no such tremendous advantage, 
Oh leaders of the hosts of the Lord ! Give 
him no peace there nor elsewhere. Pitch 
into him continually! 

Traverse his territory, cut his communi- 
cations, hang bis scouts, demolish his sup- 
plies, penetrate every shelter where he 
lurks, and rout him from church and State, 
from the homes and the hearts of mankind! 

And if anybody whimpers that you are 
meddling with politics, tell him as the boys 
in blue told Mrs. Jefferson Davis, that you 
are in search of the enemy, and that you 
will desist from such intrusions whenever 
he takes the open field, and quits the pro- 
tecting shelter of the political tent ! 



THE 
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ANTI-DICTION ARY 

KAOY. 

The Democrat squirms badly at our 
pricking of the pretentious bubble styling 
itself "Democracy." It talks about our

We can't afford to be 
polite in our de.neanor towards so haughty 
and obstrusive a lie. And a lie too that 
has debauched and well-nigh ruined the 
nation.

Horrible Murder and Robbery— A Man 
■tilled will) a einife and Hatchet— 'Ihe 
Knife Left Sticking Througti Ills Heart. 

! From the Cincinnati Gazotf- of Y—terd iv . , 
We are called upon to chronicle one of 
the most diabolical deeds of murder that 
has occurred iu our city for many a long 
dav. 

Yesterday morning, about five o'clock, as 
three men, employes in u brick yard, were 
proceeding to their work, they saw a man 
partially concealed in the weeds ou what is 
termed Bate's Pike, at the foot of Bank 
street, about one half square from Western 
Aveiiue. Thiuking the man was drunk 
and asleep, they approached him, and 
turning him from his side, on which he 
was lying, discovered he had l>een outrage- 
ously" murdered, and that tbe knile which 
had been used iu the awful crime was still 
sticking in bis body. A few feet distant 
they found an ordinary batcb« t, besmeared 
witli clotted blood and gore, and upon ex- 
amination diseo'-ered that three deep 
wounds had been inrli-ted in th" right 
breast, one of which piervl entirely 
through his body. 

The kuife use! vas a lope, slim, black- 
handled carving knife; Kbarpened down to 
a point somewhat resembling a dagger 
blade in shape. Examining his bead, they 
found five distinct wounds, indicted with a 
hatchet, which must have been used with 
force, as every wound was about four inches 
deep, and exhibited tbe shape of the weapon 
usi d. It was a most brutal and horrible 
murder. The murdered man's boots had 
been taken off, and were lound near by. 
His pantaloon pockets were turned inside 
out, showing plainly enough the deed had 
been perpetrated for tbe purpose of robbery. 

The workmen instantly gave the alarm, 
and soon a large crowd of citizens collected. 
Information was immediately dispatched 
to the Coroner, who, at an early hour, vis- 
ited the scene of the bloody deed, and had 
the remains of the deceased conveyed to 
Ehlman A Seelen's liverj' stable, on Main 
street, near the intersection of Orchard 
street, where the body remaine 1 until yes 
terday afternoon, when an inquest was 
held. Tbe murdered man is apparently not 
more than :tu or 35 years old. His face is 
clean shaved, aud his person was clothed 
in blue jeans pantaloons and a v/hite spot- 
t d dark cassimere coat. He had on a white 
linen shirt, with one broad plait, and gath- 
ered in mille ou each side. 

The affair has created the greatest excite- 
ment in West End, and rumors of any 
number are in circulation of men seen un- 
der suspicious circumstances in that vicin- 
ity last night, none of which, however, we 
were able to trace to any reliable source, or 
in their floating form could throw any light 
upon the horrible deed. 

All the facts connected with the affair 
make it one of the most cold blooded and 
horrid murders that ever occurred in tbe 
city, whether instigated by revenge or cu- 
pidity. Tbe hatchet gashes on the head 
were horrid, either one of which would 
have killed the victim. The blade of the 
kuife with which the stabbing was done, 
was eight inches loug, and was driven di- 
rectly through tbe heart. So firmly was it 
fastened in the body of the man that it bad 
to be withdrawn by the use of forceps. 

Tbe wounds infiicted on the head were 
one over the right eye, and another terrible 
one on the right temple with the hatchet. 
There were three wouuds infiicted with the 
knife, the blade of which whs about eight 
inches long. Two wounds ]>enetrated the 
lungs, sad one between said two wounds 
cut the heart through aud through. 

On the left arm of the body below the el- 
bow there is a peculiar blue mark, and on 
the right arm nearly at tbe same place there 
is the mark of a cross. 

An inquest was held on the body yester- 
day afternoon at two o'clock, but no new 
light was thrown upon the mysterious 
murder. The man had not been identified 
last bight at nine o'clock. There will be 
another examination of the body at the 
Ninth Street Station House this afternoon 
at two o'clock.

In conversation with Capt. Smith, of the 
rihip Wm. Thompson, the pirate asked the 
news. Capt. Smith replied that President 
Linroln hail been assassinated. I was pre- 
pared to hear that, said the pirate exulting- 
ly. lie would not believe that Lee had 
surrendered. Among the people on the 
Shenandoah was an Englishman who 
seemtKl to be prospecting for fine vessels to 
put on the line between Australia and New 
Zealand, and probably would purchase 
some of the captures by the pirate. 

The officers of the Shenandoah talked oi 
arming two of the whalers to go up and 
destroy the others whero they could not 
get, and were very desirous to enlist the 
eaptured crew, and in some cases were suc- 
cessful iu obtaining charu*. 

An English vessel, laden with coal, was 
seen bj the ship A. M. Clifford, burned by 
the Shenandoah.

Among other things he said 
ihat men were vaccinated with impure 
m ilter from which many died. 

The court room was crowded with apec- 
tators this morning, iucludiug many 
women. Captain Win r. was brought iu at 
a few minutes to 11 o'clock.

Brownsville is growing amazingly. A !, i- 
c-ative trade has commenced with the 
Mexican Rancberos on the upper I'.io 
Grande. Political news is not important. 

The ship Erancis B. Cutting cleared from 
Mobile for Liverpool with a cotton cargo 
valued at .-!'•" >'. being the first cargo thai 
has been shipped to a foreign port since we 
haveoccupied it. 

Gen. Woods has issued an order forbid- 
ding the cotton in Alabama b-iug taken 
from plantations or warehouses for the 
present. 

Gov. Parsons has issued a proclamation 
against cotton and horse stealing, and pro- 
viding for the re-organization and setting 
of courts to suppress these crimes. 

An office has been opened iu Mobile to 
procure while labor from Europe. 

Cotton has ceased to come into Shreve- 
port owing to the siezures of nearly all that 
ai rives by the military. 

General complaints are being made by 
the planters in regard to the non-fulfillment 
of contracts made by freedinen. 

Frightful Accident on the Tennessee and 
Alabama Kallroad— IO or \% Persons 
killed — \bout *U Injured. 

Nasiivillk, August ata — A terrible acci- 
ili-nt occurred on the Tennessee and Ala- 
bama railroad to-day. The passenger train 
which left here for lluntsville this morning 
ran off the long trestle work near Reynold's 
station. The entire train was thrown off, 
and 10 or 12 persons killed, and about 2ti 
injured. The express messengers Moslej 
ami Hazelett were killed. No further par- 
ticulars are yet received. 

Maj. Stevens, Military Superintendent, 
furnishes the following: The train, while 
crossing a small trestle, a quarter of a mile 
south of Reynolds' station, broke through, 
precipitating the whole train into the creek. 
Eight or ten were killed aud fifteen or 
twenty injured, none very l>a.ll.\ : besid 
Mosely and Hazlett, messengers; Goodwin, 
fireman, and a citizen named Snodgrast 
were killed; also, two soldiers, names un- 
known, ami some negroes. It is thought 
there are two or three bodies yet under the 
wreck. The injured were all taken to 
Alliens and lluntsville, where every atten 
tion will be paid them. None of tbe ladies 
w ere injured. The cause of the accident is 
supposed to be the slippingof some timber 
of the trestle. A heavy freight traiu passed 
over it a few moments previously.

New Oblkanh, August 25.— News from 
Jackson of the 24tb says, the ordinance pr< 
posing tosubuiit tbe Constitutional Amend- 
ment to the people for ratification or rejec- 
tion was lost, 5 to 44.

Clark, late Governor 
of Mississippi, signed by over 4,000 ladies 
was read and approved.

A sheet of flame burst 
tbrougn tue doors and nearly extended 
across the street. There were many explo- 
sions, and the lower part of the building 
w is soon in flames. There were three per- 
sons escaped from the building with their 
el .tiling on fire. Twogirlswho worked in 
the upper part of the building were burned 
to death, and others narrowly escaped.

his profession exempt from service in the 
t'onleilerale urinv; he h.t-1 no sympathy or 
wish to go mio it; he did not vole or do 
•aything lo bring ou the war; he accounted 
himself a si rung I'nion man. When Gov. 
BroWM resolved to bring all males between 
11 and 00 years into the State militia, he 
tier:ime a contract surgeon to keep out of 
the St ite trenches. 

He took the oath to the Confederacy; it 
was forced upon him at the point of the 
l.avonel, and being under durance he did 
not consider it whs then biudiug upon hiui. 
Kequisitioas were made ou Dr. Clayton for 
medical supplies, and not on Capt. Wirt/.. 

Never heard any blame attached to the 
prisoner about the badness of rations, nor 
iiis name menti ned in that connection, 
('apt. Wirtz had always treated witness 
kindly, and he never saw him use auy 
harsh means ou anybody. Tbe Confede- 
rate soldiers had several wells on the out- 
ride of the prison. Witness did not think 
they were supplied wiih water from the 
same source that the Union prisoners were; 
the latter drawing their supplies from a 
stream running through Law) prison. 
He judged that the stream of itself 
was not unhealthy, but tbe lower part 
mi«ht have beeu from the drainage of the 
camp. Andersonville was merely a ruil- 
road station till the war commenced, when 
military shanties were put up. 

Witness was asked if he had any opinion 
that there was a conspiracy there tj cause 
I he death of I'nion prisoners. 

Judge Advocate Chipman objected to the 
ipiestion. It might as well be asked 
.vh. thcr the witness believed the prisoner 
guilty. It was of no consequence. 

Mr. Baker replied: The question was ol 
sufficient importance to cause an objection 
from the gentleman. 

The court decided not to sustain the ob- 
jection. 

Witness was theu asked whether he knew 
nl'any person, who, by their conduct, con- 
tjpirM to murder or otherwise cause tin 
death of Union prisoners. He replied that 
he bad never been so impressed. He had 
always objected to the insufficiency and the 
character of the rations. The shortness of 
the allowance was owing to its having been 
furnished by the Southern Confederacy. 
Purther supplies could not be furnished, 
except bv going to the country, aud none 
of the oliicers bad the right to go foraging. 
The surgeons alwavs did the best they 
could, and frequently complained to the 
Surgeon General about the insufficiency "I 
means furnished by the court; supplua 
were received from the North by the Sani 
tary Commission, and he saw some of the 
prisoners wearing the clothing which had 
been furnished. 

Dr. A. W. Burrows being sworn testified 
that he had served as a physician to the 2ud 
Massachusetts, w:is taken prisoner at Ply- 
mouth, and finally found his way to Au- 
dersonville, where he was paroled by Capt. 
Wirt 7. and placed in charge of two wants of 
the Hospital. He remained there fJ months, 
till the tub of October, when he made his 
escape, since which lime he had practiced 
medicine at home. 

When he went to Andersonville there 
were six or seven hundred lying upon the 
ground; they were partially naked; some 
had broken limbs and several other com- 
plaints; most of the patients were lying on 
the ground, while the others had not suffi- 
cient clothing to cover them. 

Capt. Wirt*t would say when any prison- 
er escaped or attempted to *<seape that he 
would starve every damned Yankee. Ecu 
such attempt the prisoner was punished in 
the stocks or chain gang. The stocks con - 
sisted of a framework six feet high wiih 
boards shut together, with room for 
a man's neck. Meu thus fastened 
■..'.il l stand on their feet, where oth- 
ers merely touched the ground with 
their toes. The chain gang was com- 
posed of six meu and sometimes eighteen; 
they were hand-cuffed and chains passed 
around their necks and legs, and to these 
chains a thirty-two pound ball was fasten- 
ed. The gang would be held together one 
or two weeks, the men in the meantime be- 
ing exposed to sun and rain, which had the 
effect of weakening and reducing tbein. 
He had no doubt of the fact that some died 
in consequence. Another kind of punish- 
ment was in putting the feet in the stocks, 
the feet being elevated and the other part of 
the body lying on the ground. The witne-s 
never got from Dr. White what he asked 
for, there always being some evasive 
answer. Antiscorbutics were much neeed- 
ed but not supplied. He proposed, but the 
authorities refused, Do allow him to take 
men and cut timber, which could have been 
procured ten rods distant. Hundreds were 
kept in the hospital to get a trace of escap- 
ing prisoners, who, when caught, were 
brought back and put in stocks. Witness 
knew of a case where a man, under such 
circumstances, was mangled in the lace by 
one of the dogs, but recovered. Another 
case came under h*s observation. Il was 
in September, 1H04, when a Union prisoner 
was wounded by one of tha hounds. He 
died evidently from the bite but directly 
from gangrene. He saw Capt. Wirtz on 
horseback with hounds, but Turner seemed 
to bave dire<;t charge of the dogs. 

The rations when he went there were 
very small; they had sometimes tea, coffee, 
sugar, flour and a gallon of rice iu thirty 
gallons ot water for soup, and the meu 
would steal from each other. A Union 
man in his ward was shot within the hos- 
pital by a Confederate soldier, and wound- 
ed in the thigh. The limb was amputated, 
and the next dty the ma i died. When a 
raid was expected, witness heard Captain 
Wirtz give an order to fire on the prisoners 
if they huddled together. There was about 
:J5,000 prisouers there at the time. 3,000 died 
ou the removal of the prisoners from An- 
dersouville. 

One fell back when witness saw Captain 
Wirtz knock him down and stamp upon 
him. This was in September, 1*04. Wirtz 
had a revolver in his bad but witness did 
not know if Wirtz used it to knock the

Nbw York, Auk- £> — The Tribune's 
Washington special says James M. Moore, 
Assistnut tv uarteruiasur, who left here on 
tbe 8th of July last lor Andereonville, G»., 
i..r the purpose of giving deoent burial to 
the remains of our murdered heroes, re- 
turned to this city this morning, haviug 
successfully accomplished tbe object of his 
visit. The Csptaiu re|K>rts that be arrived 
at Andersonviile on tbe 2Mb ult , alter hav- 
ing experienced considerable difficulty in 
procuring transportation for himself and 
his party of mechanics and clerks. The 
work of painting and lettering the head 
boards for the graves was immediately 
commenced and finished, occupying near- 
ly the whole time of the party's stay. There 
were thirteen thousand neat head boards 
set up, all appropriately lettered, giving tbe 
names, and as far as known, the regiment 
and company of the deceased. 

Tbe Captain found the graves nearly all 
marked with a neat painted stake, num- 
l»ered, the numbers on the stakes corres- 
ponding with a record kept in IbiTtiospitul 
ol the prison giving tbe names of those 
buried. The cemetery is about li fly acres 
in extent, and nearly three hundred from 
the stockade. The dead were all buried in 
a trench. 

In many cases over one hundred in a 
trench. Mounds were created over each 
body, thus lorming graves. A neat white 
fence lias been erected around the cemetery 
and tbe place made to look as inviting as 
possible. Plesssut walks are being laid 
out, which are to be shaded by trees. 

(.'apt. Moore says the country for miles 
around Andersonville is almost devoid of 
verdure of all kinds except rank weeds, 
stunted pines, and live oaks. The climate 
he considers extremely unhealthy. The 
beat is intense during the day, the heavy 
dews falling at niiitit penetrating the tent*, 
of the partv and saturating their blankets. 
Just before the party lefts 
planted and the American 
thrown to the breeze. 

A trustworthy su|>erintendent has been 
ap|K>inted to take care of the eeun-tery and 
perfect the ideas of Capt. Moore in laying 
on this modern Oolgotha and the surround- 
ing grouuds. 

A sufficient gnard has been placed over 
the grojnds by Gen. Gibbon, command ing 
tUe military forces in the region, and every 
care is to bj taken that the remains of our 
l>ravcs shall rest undisturbed. There were 
within the inclosure of the stockade sheds 
about fifty yards in length and eighteen 
Mat in width. There were no sides to then* 
so-called tenements; they were merely up- 
right poles, supporting the roof of tbe 
st.K'kade. All tbe buildings are to remain 
standing until their Till by dtcay, lit inon- 
umeuts of tbe heuious crimes committed 
within their limit*. 

Mi-s Clara Burton, the philanthropist 
ipanied tbe ex|>edition with MM 
■ of collecting evideuce of the wbere- 
i of our missing men, returned with 
Capt. Moore's party. 

One of the |«ariy, a cWk, died from 
typhoid fever, and was buried in a cemete- 
ry- 

There were about live hundred buried by 
the rebels, of whom no record was kept, 
and consequently their remains could not 
be identified. 

The remains of only one '*ody were found 
unburied, the rest baying been interred in 
the trenches.
